THE DATE FOR THE FALL FLEA MARKET WAS TENTATIVELY SET FOR NOVEMBER 11TH, 
DEPENDING ON THE AVAILABILITY OF THE DRILL SHED........ 


RON Ki1YHM SUGGESTED SEVERAL IDEAS FOR CONSIDERATION BY THE BODY FOR 
FUTURE THOUGHT. THERE ARE SEVERAL ORGANIZATIONS THAT HAVE BEEN FORMED IN THE 
U.S. FOR THE PURPOSE OF ENHANCING AMATEUR RADIO, FOR EXAMPLE THE NORTH 
CALIFORNIA DX FOUNDATION, PRESONAL COMMUNICATIONS FOUNDATION, ETC. HE 
STATED THAT NOT A MONTH GOES BY BUT WHAT HE SEES SOMETHING IN REGARDS TO 
THESE ORGANIZATIONS, THEY SEEM TO GET A TREMENDOUS AMOUNT OF PUBLICITY, 
WHICH MAY OR MAY NOT HAVE ANY UTILITY. HE WENT ON TO SAY, THAT THE AMOUNT 
OF MONEY REALIZED BY THE FLEA MARKET IS NOT INCONSEQUENTIAL AND THAT IT 
MIGHT BE A NICE IDEA TO STIMULATE GOOD WILL BY THE MEMBERS OF F.A.R.A. 
INTERNATIONALLY. THAT WE COULD APPORTION A PERCENTAGE OF THE PROFITS FROM 
LAST YEARS FLEA MARKET TO BE SET ASIDE TO BE DONATED TO VARIOUS TYPES OF 
PROJECTS OR DXPEDITIONS IN SMALL AMOUNTS AND GET A TREMENDOUS AMOUNT OF 
PUBLICITY FROM THIS. HE WENT ON TO SAY, A CONTRIBUTION OF $50.00 TO A 
MAJOR DXPEDITION EFFORT IS ENOUGH TO PAY FOR QSL'S. THE CALIFORNIA DX 
FOUNDATION DOES THIS AND THEY HAVE THEIR NAME PRINTED ON EVERY QSL CARD 
THAT GOES OUT INTERNATIONALLY. SOME DXPEDITIONS SEND AS MANY AS 20,000 
CARDS, THEY ALSO GET THEIR NAMES PUBLISHED IN ALL THE AMATEUR MAGAZINES. 
RON EMPHASIZED THAT IT DOESN'T TAKE A LOT OF MONEY. HE SUGGESTED THAT WE 
TAKE $500.00 FROM THE FLEA MARKET PROFITS FOR THIS PURPOSE. IF WE SUGGESTED 
TO THE VARIOUS AMATEUR PUBLICATIONS THAT THE FRAMINGHAM AMATEUR RADIO 
ASSOCIATION WILL ACCEPT PROPOSALS FOR VARIOUS PROJECTS ENHANCING AMATEUR 
RADIO FOR POSSIBLE FUNDING. WE WOULD GET A TREMENDOUS AMOUNT OF PUBLICITY 
FROM THAT FACT ALONE AND EVERY TIME THAT WE MADE A CONTRIBUTION, NO MATTER 
WHAT IT IS WE WOULD GET ADDITIONAL PUBLICITY. THE IDEA RON HAD WAS TO HAVE 
A COMMITTEE WITHIN THE ASSOCIATION TO REVIEW ALL THE PROPOSALS. THE 
COMMITTEE WOULD SELECT THE PROPOSALS THAT MERITED CONSIDERATION TO THE 
MEMBERS FOR A VOTE. THE BODY COULD THEN VOTE ON THE PROJECT AND THE AMOUNT 
OF MONEY TO BE ALLOCATED TO THE PROJECT. SOME OF THE TYPES OF PROJECTS 
RON SUGGESTED WERE ARRL, WARC, AMSAT, DXPEDITIONS TO RARE COUNTRYS, 
PERSONAL COMMUNICATIONS FOUNDATION, PITCAIRN ISLAND, QSL MANAGERS, OR 
SUPPORT A DX STATION. RON STATED THAT THE ASSOCIATION WOULD BENEFIT BY 
CONTRIBUTING TO THESE VARIOUS ACTIVITIES BY GAINING NATIONAL AND INTER- 
NATIONAL RECOGNITION. HE WENT ON TO SAY, THAT THE NAME OF THE FRAMINGHAM 
AMATEUR RADIO ASSOCIATION DOESEN'T MEAN MUCH TO PEOPLE LIVING OUTSIDE THE 
LOCAL AREA. THE MORE THAT WE GENERATE SOME GOOD WILL BEHIND THE NAME, 
THE MORE YOU WILL BE PROUD TO BE A MEMBER. HE ALSO SUGGESTED THAT THE 
ASSOCIATION ADOPT A QSL CARD WHERE EVERYONE WOULD HAVE BASICALLY

THE REMAINING FUNDS OF LAST YEARS FLEA MARKET FOR THESE PURPOSES.
